What is in Harry Thaw's Brain? He Never 


Found Himself is Phrenologist's Verdict

Harry K. Thaw, we are led to see the 
following characteristics 
when 
com- 
pared with other well-known men: 


First, a lack of balance between his 
mental and physical powers, also be- 
tween his basilar and superior quali- 
ties of mind. 
The basilar 
qualities 
give him width of head over the ears, 
which, according to scientific compari- 
son, indicates that he has 
hardness 
of mind and severity of thought. 
Tiie 
width in this region of the head is 
typical of cruelty, and, when not re- 
strained by moral influences, will often 
show quarrelsomeness and a conten- 
tious spirit. 
It also shows a love of 
debate, and in well regulated mind-s, 
courage and power to overcome im- 
pediments and difficulties. 


In the case before us, we find also 
large "sublimity," in the center of the 
side head, which gives wild and ex- 
travagant ideas. 
This faculty needs 
to be held in check, or it inclines one 
to 
have 
a 
perverted 
imagination. 
Boys with a perverted development of 
this faculty 
had 
calmed 
down, he 
which they would not think of .gaying 
or doing when under 
the 
influence 
of their reason. 


In Harry Thaw's case an 
incident 
caused by the excitement of this fac- 
ulty might easily lead 
him to 
look 
upon his actions with perfect justifica- 
tion, although, after the excitement of 
this factulty had calmeed down, 
he 
would realize more fully what he had 
done. 


His small "continuity" will be in- 
clined to .scatter his thoughts, so that 
his reason 
will not have the 
.same 
power to keep up balance of 
mind 
and give him clear Judgment as 
to 
what 
he has done. 
A person 
with 
small "continuity" often becomes er- 
ratic and changeable in his ideas of 
justice, sense of honor and moral con- 
trol. 
This often accounts for the pe- 
culiarity of some children, and it is 
certainly the cause of much restless- 
ness in the case of our subject. 


His small 
"self-esteem" is inclined 
to lower his dignity and self-respect. 
Persons with this organ large keep up 
their dignity, think 
much of 
them- 
selves, and acquire manliness of con- 
duct. 
It is therefore a faculty that 
is of vital importance to our well be- 
ing, provided it does not lead to self- 
conceit and an abnormal 
expression 
of one's importance. 
When small, it 
often leads one to lower one's dignity 
both in action and in the use of lan- 
guage. 


His large "comliativeness," as seen 
in the back portion of his side heaxl, 
might lead to the desire to use strenu- 
ous means of expressing itself. 
While 
this faculty is good in argument and 
debate and in overcoming impediments 
in one's life, yet it needs to be con- 
trolled, like every other faculty, by

moral influence and intellectual Judg- 
ment. 
It would seem aa if, in H a r r y 
Thaw's case, he had lost t h a t moral 
and intellectual control over the organ 
for the time being, which m a d e him 
stimulate the' faculty in a cruel and 
perverted way. 


The width of H a r r y Thaw's head, 
as mentioned abqvc, shows that 
his 
largd "desti-uctiveness" would be cap- 
able of showing hardness of mind, if 
not controlled by his reason and sym- 
pathy. 
It is possible that on another 
occasion his "benevolence" might be 
so influenced as to m a k e him really 
desire to do some good in the world. 


But a large faculty like "destructive- 
ness" is capable of overruling and per- 
verting even such a noble desire if one 
lacks self-control and balance of mind. 


The vital t e m p e r a m e n t often makes 
one easy-going 
and 
pleasure-loving, 
and the friendly element may be stim- 
ulated in such a one to a high degree. 
Thus a person 
may 
promise 
to 
be 
friendly, and be well meaning, 
but 
still, with small "continuity" and 
a 
lack of self-esteem, or with small con- 
scientiousness, fail to put such good 
intentions into operation. 


The 
f r o n t view 
picture of 
T h a w 
shows a strong development of this 


vital temperament, as well as a fairly 
high 
and 
broad 
forehead—both 
of 
which he could use to a good advant- 
age if so disposed. 


His 
physiognomy 
shows 
itself 
in 
several striking characteristics, 
such 
as impulse in his short nose; jealousy 
in his full lips; passion In his low-.set 
ear; excitability in his staring eyes; 
and the pleasure-lovtng quality in his 
i-ound chin. 


That there are some favorable quali- 
ties in his general m a k e - u p is plain 
to be seen, but It is doubtful If he has 
even "found himself" in relation 
to 
his "constructiveness" or "Ingenuitj."

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Dewey's Greatest Service. 


Surpassing by almost a decade the alloted '' three score years and 
ten," Admiral George Dewey, easily the foremost American naval 
hero since the days of Farragiit, has just steamed away from life's 
harbor on the long cruise from which he will never return. Full of 
J-ears, with a life of conspicuous service crowned by loving tribute 
generously paid by his grateful countrymen, Admiral Dewey's career 
Was full-rounded and complete. He was a fine tyiie of officer, gentle- 
man and patriot whose life will be an enduring adornment to the pages 
Óf American history and the best in American tradition.' 


Admiral Dewey's name brings instantly to mind Manila bay and 
the tremendous victory he won there for the Stars and Stripes at the 
•very outset of the war with Spain. It Avas this achievement that 
brought this officer, then a comparatively unknown commodore, into 
the limelight of popular notice and popular favor, and yet probably 
the greatest of the many services he performed for his country was 
his eourageous attempt to educate the nation to the imperative need 
of building a navy that would be sufficiently large and powerful to 
protect it from aggression by any possible foe. Having been person- 
ally engaged in two wars, he probably had as great or greater horror 
-of them as the non-resistant pacificists. But both by instinct and ex- 
perience he knew that until all of the nations agree to disarm, there 
could be no securitj'- for any nation that was not prepared to defend it- 
self. Having spent most of his long life as a naval officer it was only 
natural that he would emphasize the importance of that arm of nation- 
al defense as against the army. But in view of our 21,000 miles of 
ocean line, most of it vulnerable to attack, and the fact that our first 
Une of defense must be the navy, it is doubtful whether anyone who 
epncedes the necessity for defense at all, will seriously argue against 
Admiral Dewey's conclusions. 


No one realized better than Admiral Dewey that during the years 
immediately preceding the European war, our navy had been allowed 
to deteriorate to a point where it could no longer be seriously consid- 
éred as capable, even under the most favorable conditions, of perform- 
ing the service for which it was created and maintained. He fre- 
quently recommended a greatly enlarged program for naval construc- 
tiou but not until the flames of war began to consume Europe was his 
advice heeded. His message to the American people outlining a pro- 
gram calling for the building of four dreadnaughts a year so that by 
1919 we should have 48 completed first line battleships, was the 
sanest preparedness suggestion offered at that period when everybody 
seemed to have a preparedness plan of his own. This suggestion and 
the vigor and sincerity with which Admiral Dewey urged it, had much 
to do with the passage by congress of the big naval bill last year. The 
most spectacular feature of Admiral Dewey's long and honorable 
career was the victory of Manila bay. But we are of the opinion that 
his most useful service to the nation was performed during these later 
years when he threw the full weight of his ability and prestige into 
the scales for adequate naval preparedness. 


Whatever may be the basis for the contention by Mr. Perkins and 
Mr; Colby that the "old guard" on the republican national committee 
plans to throttle the progressive element in that organization, it is 
mighty painful to observe that the intentions of that peerless cham- 
pion of progressive ideas, Hon. James A. Hemenway, of Indiana, are 
under cruel suspicion in this connection. Mr. Hemenway never enter- 
tained a more unfriendly feeling toward the progressives than to hope 
they'd choke on some of their fantastic political notions. 


The Indiana legislature now has before it a bill requiring the 
drivers of school hacks, used in transporting pupils to rural schools, 
to come to a full stop before crossing any railway or interurban track.

The total expenses of the United 
States government, fi-om 1789 to 1915 
inclusive, have been about $25.500,- 
000,000. 
The national debts of the 
chief European powers, after two and 
a half years of war, have risen to twice 
that figure, according to the estimates 
of our fedei-al reserve board. 


And that, of course, represents but 
a small part of the war cost. It takes 
no account of the heavy taxes collect- 
ed for war purposes, of the 
flotation 
of paper money in Germany and other 
countries, of the vast destruction of 
material property which must be re- 
placed hereafter, of the damage done 
to industry and 
commerce, of 
the 
huge bill for physical disability of sol- 
diers and the support of soldiers' fam- 
ilies that piled up for the future. 


Our own pension disbux'sements as 
a result of the civil war have amount- 
ed, in the succeeding half century, to 
Just about the original money cost of 
the war Itself, $5,000,000,000. 
If Eu- 
rope undertakes to care likewise for 
its wat-'dependents—and present ten- 
dencies, contrary to European prece- 
dent, are in that direction—the pres- 
ént admitted public war debt must be 
regarded as doubled. 


That present debt is about one-sixth 
of the total wealth of the nations in- 
volved. 
The pension liabilities would 
make it one-third of their 
wealth. 
The damage already done which must 
be repaired may raise the total to one- 
half. And the war still goes on, with 
the debt Increasing ever more rap- 
idly. 


And yet nobody seems much con- 
cerned any more with the financial» 
side of the war. 
All the belligerents 
assume that the obligations will be 
met somehow.

Mr. Delano, in 
his speech

members present, went on to show how 
the attitude taken by the 
people 
is 
necessarily returned to them 
in 
the 
form of inferior 
service. 
"Railway 
regulation today demands public con- 
sideration," said Mr. Delano, "not so 
much because the railroads are asking 
for it, but because past hostility is re- 
acting upon the public in tîie shape o£ 
inferior service and diminished ability 
to meet public demands. 


"The difficulty is largely Inherent in 
a general 
misapprehension 
to 
some 
fundamental propositions which have 
been generally spoken from the ros- 
trum, quoted in reports andnéwspaperf^, 
and accepted as the starting point of 
regulation. 
An Increasing number of 
people now séè that just as misman- 
agement hurt« the ((iommunltiés as well 
as employes, dtoekholders and credl- 


lic. 
But this is only a beginning. Con- 
sider some of the more obvious mis- 
apprehensions. 


"I am not here to condone wrong- 
doing. 
All I say is that the past is be- 
hind us and that we are concerned with 
the future. 
There must be publicity of 
finance and expenditure. 
We must not 
permit issuance of interestbearing cap- 
ital against perishable property with-, 
out some scheme for gradual amortiza- 
tion. 
We must avoid useless duplica- 
tion of railways or lil-advised railway 
schemes. 
The railways as a 
whole 
must be self-sustaining—must return 
a sufficient revenue to attract the re- 
quisite new capital to meet, year 
b / 
year, the public requirements for ad- 
ditions and betterments. 
We shall got 
a long way toward a solution by keep- 
ing an open mind and by stating clearly 
the principles Involved."

Washington, D. C., Jan.

tion of potatoes ror table use: 


In 
purchasing 
potatoes 
f o r 
table 
purposes the follôwing points should 
be kept in mind: 
First, t h a t smooth 
potatoes 
are 
more 
desirable 
t h a n 
rough ones, because they are 
more 
easily prepared, and less loss is in- 
volved in the paring. 
Second, 
t h a t 
tubers which have been exposed 
to 
the light for any considerable period 
soon acquire a more or less acrid taste; 
for this reasbn, newly harvested pota- 
toes, if mature, are preferable for the 
winter's supply to those which 
have 
been kept for any considerable period 
under unsuitable conditions. 
Third, 
that very large potatoes are not espe- 
cially desirable, partly on account of 
the greater length of time 
required 
to cook them uniformly, and partly be- 
cause they are often very variable in 
texture. 
Fourth, a good potato should 
be firm and crisp when cut, and 
a 
thin cross section when held between 
the eye and the light should show a 
a 
relatively uniform distribution 
of 
starch throughout its whole area, as 
opposed to a large, translucent, watery, 
central area which denotes a lack of 
starch in this portion of the 
tuber. 
The even distribution of starch insures 
greater uniformity in cooking and In 
texture 'Of the flesh when cooked. 


If a» lot is not uniform, it is often 
worth while to sort them and use the 
large ones with roast meats, or at other 
times when the oven need not be espe- 
cially heated, and save the small ones 
for occasions when quick cooking is 
more convenient. 
W h e n the potatoes 
are very large, or time is pressing, it 
is often desirable to increase the sur- 
face exposed to the heat by cutting 
them in pieces before cooking. In spito 
of the fact that this slightly increases 
the a m o u n t of nutrients lost. 
If they 
are pared and cut into small cubes or 
thin slices, they will cook very quick- 
ly and m a y then be creamed, mashed, 
or served in other ways.

The number of persons now 
on government payrolls who will be

to 
8,000,000, 
seven- 
eighths of whom are men. 
This rep- 
resents nearly half the wage-earning 
population of the United Kingdom.

The employers decided to combine 
with labor in working out this indus- 
trial reform scheme a f t e r the 
labor 
men through the joint labor commit- 
tee on labor problems a f t e r the w a r 
had formulated a list of concessions 
for the men. 
This committee is rep- 
resentative of all the big labor organ- 
izations in the country. 


The committee urged that the gov- 
ei-nment should make workers in m u - 
nitions and other war trades the same 
kind of provision as has been already 
promised for the discharged eoldier, 
including: 
A month's leave on full 
pay, free railway ticket to a n y place 
in the United 
Kingdom, 
unemploy- 
ment benefit available for a year, and 
organized facilities for obtaining fresh 
employment. 


This action led to the meeting of 
leading employers and heads of the 
big trade unions. 
It was realized that 
if the huge task of getting men back 
to their old places a f t e r the w a r was 
left to the labor exchanges a collapse 
was threatened and trouble sure to 
follow. 
The meeting, therefore, 
re- 
solved that it was necessary to create 
a 
special 
organization 
consisting 
mainly of representatives of employ- 
ers and trade unions. 
Its action is 
taken seriously not only because the 
meeting was presided over by Fred- 
erick H u t h Jackson, one of the gov- 
ernors of the Bank of England, 
but 
because of the representative charac- 
ter of both employer and employed. 


The first requisite laid down in the 
resolutions passed is "the cordial and 
whole-hearted co-operation of employ- 
ers and employed" in any scheme for 
dealing with the labor problems.

' held the highest rank in Uncle Sam's

Dewey held the special title of "The 
Admii-al of the Na\-5-," which placed 
him above other admirals in the ser- 
\ice. 
Only two other admirals ever 
Veld the same title—Porter and F a r - 
fagut. 


The special title made the "Hero of 


• Manila Bay" second only to the secre- 
tary of the navj". 
He could not be 
called from the rank, neither 
could 
he resign. 
He was appointed for life, 
r h e salai-y for the rank is $13,000, 
; '.xed by special provision by congress. 
- When Dewey began his attack 
on 
Vlanila. May 1. 189 8. he was commo- 
flore of the Asiatic fleet, stationed at 
Hongkong. 
Immediately upon his vic- 
tory, he became rear admiral, and on 
March 2, 1899. was made admii-al by 
vpecial act of congress. 


The success of Admiral Dewey was 
lue to the thorough schooling and dis- 
tipllne by which his parents 
reared 
him. 
He was born in Montpelier, Vt., 
December 26, 1837, 
the 
son 
of Dr. 
i4ilius G. Dewey, a sturdy American 
>hy8lcian. 


George was independent and a load-

Under fire of forts on each side, the 
young lieutenant got the ship through 
the channel safely.

In 1882, Dewey • commanded 
the 
Juanita in tho "Asiatic squadron. 
He 
was promoted to captain in 1884 and 
put in command of the Dolphin. 


Dewey was in command of the Kear- 
sarge in 1886, when his men mutinied. 


Arming himself with twelve revolv- 
ers he ordered 
the 
ship's writer in 
front of him and entered the hatch 


v/here the crew was assembled. 


"Call the roll!" Dewey ordered the 
writer, a pistol In each hand and the 
rest in the breast of his coat. 
The 
writer called, "John Jones." 


"Here," was the mechanical reply. 
Dewey picked out Jones and said: 


"John Jones, I see you. 
I am going 
to have your name called once more, 
and if you do not answer and immedi- 
ately go up on deck, you are a dead 
man. 
Call thQ roll!" 


"John Jones," calletl the writer. 
No answer. 
Dewey 
fired 
and 
John 
Jones 
dropped. 


"Now men," continued Dewey, cock- 
ing his pistols, "thé roll will be con- 
tinued. 
As each man's name is called 
he will answer acd go up on deck. 
Call the roll!" 


That ended the mutiny. 
That was the kind of man who later 
commanded the Asiatic fleet, shut up 
the Spanish squadron in Manila Bay 
and took the city.

New York, Jan. 17.—Deer are be- 
ing killed in 
such 
numbers in the 
United States that the day is not far 
off when none will be seen outside of 
the state estuaries 
and 
parks, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wm. T. Hornaday, di- 
rector of the zoological park in this 
city. 
He made this statement in his 
talk last night at the annual meeting 
of the New York State Forestry asso- 
ciation. ' Dr. Hornaday said that no 
state has passed a law giving game a 
better chance for continuance of life. 
There Is a deplorable condition 
of 
affairs west of the Mississippi river, 
he declared, 8,000 deer having been 
killed in one Colorado county during 
one year. 
"Since 1900 the killing has 
been less there," Dr. Hornaday add- 
ed, "but hardly a deer remains."

Berlin. Tuesday, Jan. 16.—Via Lon« 
don, Jan. 17.)—Time enough having 
elapsed since the publication of the 
entente reply to President Wilson to 
permit German opinion to crystallize 
the effects of the announcement ot 
terms which the entente allies regard 
as a necessary result 
of 
the 
war, 
Is clearly evident 
In the first place 
the pronuniamento of the allies, to- 
gether with earlier interchanges ol 
opinion on the peace proposals may be 
regarded as having virtually elimin- 
ated the peace party in Germany ex- 
cept for a small minority of socialists, 
some of whose newspaper organs still 
see the possibility of continuing the 
discussion after the entente's reply. 


The large and influential section, in- 
cluding a majority of the socialists and 
powerful influence among non-social- 
ists which up to last month was bring- 
ing the heaviest pressure to bear on 
the government to take steps for the 
opening of negotiations 
for 
peace 
based on an 
understanding is 
now 
convinced such negotiations are im- 
possible. 
Virtually the entire nation 
is lined up behind the government for 
energetic prosecution of the war. 
Re- 
garding the possibility that Germany 
would make a statement of terms, the 
announcement of Dr. Alfred Zimmer- 
man, the foreign secretary to the As- 
sociated Press, indicates that this la 
now out of the question and the gov- 
ernment apparently has adopted this 
as a definite decision. 
For some rea- 
son, however, there Is an impression 
which will not down that the govern- 
ment 
may 
perhaps reconsider and 
make

announcement

peace program, particularly in regard 
to Belgium and the remainder of the

Whether 
the government will thus change its 
policy may perhaps depend on tho 
degree of enthusiasm of the Poles in 
defending their country.

Charles Murphy, a man without prison 
experience, succeeds Mr. Minto as war- 
den of the Oregon 
state 
penitentiary. 
Warden Murphy is reticent as far as the 
press is concerned. 
He is keeping his 
policy to himself, saying nothing beyond 
the statement that tlfe prison will, be 
conducted on a "square deal" basis. 


Prison reform, is very close to 
the 
hearts of the majority of Oregon peo- 
ple. Under the administration of Oswald 
West, when prisoners under heavy sen- 
tence were sent out from the prison 
without guard,"in some instances being- 
permitted to go from Salem to Portland, 
public sentiment was outspoken in favor 
of the reform. 
And it must be admit- 
ted that the system semed to be success- 
ful. 


During the past two years, however, 
the prison has been a hotbed of unrest, 
even though "humane" methods have 
been in vogue there. 
"Trusties" with 
but a few weeks to serve have run away. 


Sensational "breaks" have been made 
by gangs working in the flax fields. The 
prisoners have demanded, and haAe been 
given, a hearing by the state board of 
control. 
This meeting was held in the 
prison chapel, and is described'as having 
been almost terrifying in its nature.-The 
prison guards have been doubled.

COMMONAMONGBWIS 


English Fighters Suffering 
from It More Than Ger- 
man or French. 


London, Jan. 15.—(Correspondence 
of The iVssociated Press)—It has been 
found that cases of shell-shock 
are 
fai- more common in the British army 
than among tne French or Germans, 
while in the Balkan and Turkish arm- 
ies it is comparatively 
rare. 
This 
is probably due the fact that the Brit- 
ish armies contain a larger proportion 
of men whose manner of living or 
whose occupations have made large 
inroads on their store of nervous en- 
ergy. 
Soldiers from city or factory 
districts, for example, are far more 
likely to become victims of 
shell- 
shock than men from the farms or the 
country. 


Men suffering from shell-shock are 
always unwounded. 
"No case of shell- 
shock is ever found to occur in a sol- 
dier who has a wound, no 
matter 
how trivial," says a British medical 
report. 
"It appears that the rend- 
ing of the flesh by a bullet or frag- 
ment of shrapnel acts as a sort of 
•safety valve against shell-shock, local- 
izing in the injury the 
destructive 
force that otherwise is spent on the 
nervous system. 


"Hero is a description of the typical 
case: 
"A shell exploded in the vi-

He is unwounded, 
but violently shaken, perhaps knocked 
over or buried.

"Some men, on recovering from un- 
consciousness, are found to have lost 
the use of the special senses, sight, 
hearing or speech.

tem whose energy is soon exhausted, 
and war acts as the immediate pi-om?Jt 
exciting cause to tumble them over."

system could supply. 


It is not the concern of the men who are fos-

N spite of the fact that man Is not an In- 
stinctive swimmer, as are most of the lower 
animals, he excels all of the latter that are not 
aquatic in endurance in the water. 
It is re- 
ported that in attempting to swim across the 
English Channel recently, a man covered thirty 
miles before he succumbed to exhaustion. 
The 
only land animals that are known to be able to 
approximate such a feat are bears, which are 
probably the strongest swimmers amon^; ani- 
mals not specially adapted by nature for the 
water. 


Deer and horses rank next to bears in swim- 
ming powers. 
Deer swim rapidly and grace- 
fully, and it is not uncommon for them to cover 
a dist.-ince of ten or fifteen miles in the water. 
Horses are powerful swimmers and have none 
of the aversion toward 
entering 
the 
water 
which is often shown even by animals which 
can swim well when forced to.

Cats Drown Readily. 


The elephant is a good swimmer, and the wild 
animals of the cat family, the tiger, the pan- 
ther, the jaguar and others do not hesitate to 
cross lakes and rivers. 
On the other hand, the 
domestic cat shrinks 
from 
immersion, 
and 
drowns quickly. 
The nostrils of some small 
animals are so placed as to render breathing 
very diflficult when they are 
in 
the 
watçr. 
Among these are mice and rabbits, which will 
drown without 
sinking beneath the surface. 
Rats are excellent swimmers. 


Almost all birds except these which are dis- 
tinctly natatorial are nearly helpless in water. 
Small birds. In particular, have no power of pro- 
pulsion. and though they do not sink, they 
drown quickly. 
Even many species of water 
fowl rise from the water with difficulty or not 
at all when their wings are wet. 
After a sea 
gull plunges and returns to the 
surface 
it 
Stretches, its wings so that they may be dried 
by the wind and sun before it attempts to fly.

Snakes Dangerous When Afloat. 


All reptiles swim. 
Almost all snakes move 
through the water with as mtich ease and ra- 
pidity as on land. 
Rattlesnakes, for example, 
are much given to swimming in placid water if 
it is not too cold. 
In the everglade lakes of 
Florida they are often seen. 
It Is well known 
that to attack from a boat a poisonous snake In 
the water is a much more dangerous proceeding 
than to attack the snake on land. 


The reason is that the reptile will Imnîediate- 
ly make for the boat, since It must have « 
solid base from which to strike. 
It half leaps 
and half climbs Into the craft, and there Is • 
fight at uncomfortably close quarters. 
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O 
F all the precarious occupations in the world, 
the fisherman's life is the most uncertain. 
Ho has to be a sailor, to begin with, and before 
he l^nishes the voyage he may have to be cook, 
carpenter, sailmaker and to wind up a ship- 
wrecked mariner. 


To be a flesherman, a man must be possessed 
of an iron" constitution, be perfectly fearless, 
and at the same time able to live on a pittance. 


It Is a shameful fact that the hardy fisher- 


men of the New England coast risk their lives 
for wages that the day laborer of the city would 
despise. 


This is partly due to necessity and partly to 
choice. 
"Like father, like son," is a proverb 
especially applicable to the New England Coast. 


There Ire famili(is in Rhode Island^ Maine and 
Connecticut where all the male members for 
three generations have gained their living from 
the sea. 


It is a precarious life, where a "good catch" 


means a full larder and a "poor haul" hardship 
and privation. 


In the days gone by, the New England sailors 
were nearly all whalers, and many a family has 
been enriched by two or three lucky voyages. 


Cod. halibut and mackerel are now the chief 


the fishing is generally carried on in the spring 
and summer, when the. fish come to the shallow 
waters of the coast to spawn, returning to the 
deep water at the beginning of M'inter.

swim In shoals or schools, and are caught with 
hook and line or with nets or seines.

reliance of the fishermen, and although much of 
nets are drawn up alongside the boats, and the 


the danger of whale fishing has been eliminated, 
the danger from the elements Is equdlly as 
great, and perhaps greater. 
The mackerel fishery Is very important, and 


seines are then scooped out with a dip net. 


The halibut now forms a considerable part of 
the world's fish supply, although the fiesh is not 
to be compared In quality to the turbot. 
It is 


of great value to the Greenlanders, who cut It 
into long strips and dry it in the air, about the 
same as our Western hunters used to "jerk" 
buffalo meat. Sometimes they s^lt and dry these 
strips. 


They spear the fish from boats with a har- 
poon; but our fishermen use a hook and line. 
It is something of a trick "to land a halibut, as 
they rarely weigh less than 50 pounds, and 
sometimes attain the length of 6 feet and the 
weight of 500 pounds.

and Manage to Save Some Money, Too 


'Western .Wife Tells Senti- 
nel Readers How She and 
Her Husband Have Beat- 
en the High Cost of Liv- 
ing.

Lios Angreles, Cal., Jan. 17.—A fam- 
ily of two can live on eight dollars a 
we^k. 


This fact has been 
demonstrated 
here by Rev. and Mrs. Paul J. Good- 
win, newlyweds, happy in their cosy 
parsonage in spite of scarcity of cash. 


The young divine and his wife have 
been married two months. 
When they 
first launched forth on the sea 
of 
matrimony, the preacher's salary was 
eight dollars a week. 
The 
stipend 
was recently increased to nine! 


They found, however, that it is pos- 
sible for a couple to live on eight dol- 
lars a week and not want for any of 
the necessities of life. 
They even had 
a balance of 90 cents a week. 


"But I would not advise a younK 
couple to ru.sh into matrimony on so 
small an 
income af5 this." said 
the 
minister's bride. 
"They cotild live on 
it all ripht 
p-ovidin.ET they did

As for staple articles. '

of the "leaders" put forth by various 
stores. 
A "leader" i.s a sj^ecially re- 
duced arti'-le, offered as a. particular 
attraction 
by business 
houses. 


There is no laundry bill in the Good- 
win household, excepting a minor one 
for collars. 
The husband cheats the 
laundry out of this money by doing 
the washing himself. 
The little wife 
does the Ironing, with a $3..t0 electric 
Iron which she bought as a special for 
<2.75, including a 75-cent grocery or- 
der. 


"We pay no rent," Mrs. Goodwin 
•aid, 
"having the use of the 
par- 
Bonage free. 
But In the 
place 
of 
rent there is my husband's insurance 
In a reUgious organization to be kept 
up, as well as medical treatment due 
to an appendicitis operation which my 
husband underwent a short time ago. 


We have found that one dollar a 
week will pay our fuel, gas, water and 
light billa. 
We allow $3.50 a week 
for groceries, and get along very well, 
indeed. 
In other words, we eat for 
pO cents a day. 


"Our breakfast costs us 15 cents. 
We do not eat eggs, nor drink coffee. 
W e buy cereal at nine cents a package. 
Which lasts a week. 
Thus you see the 
cost of our breakfast food is but one 
and a half cents per day for the two

of us. We allow 10 cents for luncheon. 
A garden is growing in our yard and 
will soon supply all vegetables. 
Din- 
ner costs us 25 cents. 
This allows for

such as beans and potatoes. 


"For 
clothing and 
incidentals 
we 
expend 75 cents a week; for carfare 
25 cents. 


"We believe in giving a tithe of a 
tenth of one's income to the church, 
and therefore set aside 80 cents a week 
for that purpose. 
Thus, counting the 
money we spend for medicine and in- 
surance, our total expense is brought 
up to $7.10 a week. 
This leaves 90 
cents extra which we plan in an emer- 
gency fund to be laid away 
against 
sickness and unforeseen circumstances 
which may arise. 


"The task of getting along on so 
little is no easy one. 
It means extreme 
frugality and a constant counting of 
the pennie.s Avhich is tiresome and at

"It is important that one should buy 
for cash at cash stores. 
You are pay- 
ing the grocer's interest any time you 
trade with a house which does busi- 
ness on the credit plan. 


"It is better for one to live eco- 
nomically 
than 
extravagantly. 
The 
good, .plain, wholesome food that you 
buy is much more digestible, and con- 
sequently the frugal liver Is the more 
healthj'. 


"I have read that the United States 
government feeds each of its soldiers 
for 27 cents a day, and that the Ameri- 
can relief commission is feeding the 
European war victims for two and a 
half cents a day. 
Is this not sufQcient 
condemnation of the manner in which 
we live? 
It is also an argument for 
t socialism. 
The United States authori- 
ties could feed all the people at a 
great saving. 
Poverty could be elim- 
inated by the government feedinsr the 
very poor."

Tuskegee negro conference, adopted 
"declarations" today admonishing ne- 
groes to remain In the south and co- 
operate with white people In the im- 
provement of labor conditions. The 
"declarations" deal principally with 
the migration of negroes northward, 
the boll weevil and distress among 
colored people because of floods. 


After stating that the enticement 


of high wages In the north is appre- 
ciated, the statement says: "Right 
here In the south are great and per- 
manent opportunities for the masses 
of our people. This section, wo feel, 
is just entering upon its greatest era 
o£ development. 
Its labor In the fii- 


ture is g"oing to be In still greater de- 
mand." 


The statement then urges the ne- 


groes to stay on the farm and pointed 
out that more than ninety per cent, of 
farms owned by negroes are In the 
south. In this connection the negro 
farmers were urged to so diversify 
(heir crops to make themselves self- 
supporting and to combat the boll 
weevil. 
The chief cause of unrest 


among the colored people, it was de- 
clared, is lack of adequate protection 
under the law. 
"Now is the greatest 


opportunity the south has ever had 
for white and black people to get to- 
gether and have a thorough under- 
standing with reference to their com- 
mon inerest and also to co-operate 
for the general welfare of all," the 
statement said.

Adtairat Dewey's name- brings instantly to mind Manila bay and 


the trenWdq'iis victory he -won there for the Stars and Stripes at the 
very ontsfct .<*£ the war with Spain. It was this achievement that 
lijxmght thys .officer, then a comparatively unknown commodore, into 
the limelight 'tof popular notice and popular favor, and yet probably 
the greatest' of the many services he performed for his country was 
Ms courageous attempt to educate the nation to the imperative need 
of building a "Qavy that would be sufficiently large and powerful to 
protect it from aggression by any possible foe. Having been person- 
ally engaged iri two wars, h.c probably had as great or greater horror 
of them as the ^on-resistant pacificists. But both by instinct and ex- 
perience he kno\v that until all of the nations agree to disarm, there 
could be no secutity for any nation that was not prepared to defend it- 
self. Having spant most of his long life as a naval officer it was only 
natural that he wiould emphasize the importance of that arm of nation- 
'al defense as agaiinst tho army. But in view of our 21,000 miles of 
ocean line, most of it vulnerable to attack, and the fact that our first 
line of defense must be the navy, it is doubtful whether anyone who 
concedes the necessity for defense at all, will seriously argue against 
JCdmirHl Dewey's conclusions. 


No one realized better than Admiral Dcwey that during the years 


immediately preceding the European war, our navy had been allowed 
to deteriorate to a point where it could no longer be seriously consid- 
ered as capable, even under the most favorable conditions, of perform- 
ing the service for which it was created and maintained. He fre- 
quently recommended a greatly enlarged program for naval construc- 
tion but not until the flames of war began to consume Europe was his 
advice heeded. His message to the American people outlining a pro- 
gram calling for the building of four dreadnaughts a year so that by 
1919 we should have 48 completed first line battleships, was the 
s&nest preparedness suggestion offered at that period when everybody 
seemed to have a preparedness plan of his own. This suggestion and 
the vigor and sincerity with which Admiral Dewey urged it, had much 
to do with the passage by congress of the big naval bill last year. The 
most spectacular feature of Admiral Dewey's long and honorable 
career was the victory of Manila bay. But we are of the opinion that 
his most useful service to the nation was performed during these later 
years when he threw the full weight of his ability and prestige into 


. the scales for adequate naval preparedness. 


"Whatever may be the basis for the contention by Mr. Perkins and 


Mr. Colby that the "old guard" on the republican national committee 
plans to throttle the progressive element in that organization, it is 
mighty painful to observe that the intentions of that peerless cham- 
pion of progressive ideas, Hon. James A. Hemenway, of Indiana, are 
under cruel suspicion in this connection. Mr. Hemenway never enter- 
tained a more unfriendly feeling toward the progressives than to hope 
they'd choke on some of their fantastic political notions. 


The Indiana legislature now has before it a bill requiring the 


drivers of school hacks, used in transporting pupils to rural schools, 
to come to a full stop before crossing any railway or interurban track. 
Can anybody thiuk of a good reason why all other vehicles, both 
horse-drawn and motor-driven, should not be included in the same re- 
quirements ?

the proposed rail legislation and gracefully pass the buck to the new 
statesmen who will take hold after March 4. Maybe the retiring mem- 
bers are anxious to convince the newcomers that this thing of being 
great isn't always as much fun as it appears to be.

Stat.-s government, from 1789 to 1015 
inclusive, have been about $25.500,- 
000,000; 
The national debts of the 


chief European powers, after two and 
a half years of war, have risen to twice 
that flgure. according to the estimates 
of our federal reserve board. 


And that, of course, represents bul 


a small part of the war cost. It takes 
no account of the heavy taxes collect- 
ed for war purposes, of the flotation 
of paper money in Germany and other 
countries, of the vast destruction of 
material property which must be re- 
placed hereafter, of me damage done 
to Industry and commerce, of tho 
huge bill for physical disability of sol- 
diers and the support of soldiers' fam- 
ilies that piled up for the'Tuture. 


Our own pension disbursements as 


a result of tho civil war have amount- 
ed, in tho succeeding half century, to 
just about the original money cost of 
the war Itself, J5,000,000,'000: If Eu- 
rope undertakes to care likewise for 
Its war-dependents—and present ten- 
dencies, contrary to European prece- 
dent, are In that direction—the pres- 
ent admitted public war debt must be 
regarded as doubled. 


That present debt is about one-sixth 


of .the total wealth of the nations In- 
volved. 
The pension liabilities would 


make It one-third of their 
wealth. 


The damage already done which must 
be repaired may raise the total to one- 
half. And the war still goes on, with 
the debt Increasing ever more rap- 
Idly. 


And yet nobody seems much con- 


cerned any more with the financial 
side of the war.

Delano Says Attitude is Op- 


erating Against Better 


Rail Service. 


New York, Jan. 7.—Speaking at the 


eighth annual dinner of the Railway 
Business association hero last nisrht, 
Frederic A. Delano, member of the 
federal reserve board, urged a cessa- 
tion of public hostility toward the rail- 
roads. 


Mr. Delano, in his speech to the 


members present, went on to show how 
the attitude taken by the people is 
necessarily returned to them in the 
form of inferior service. 
"Railway 


regulation today demands public con- 
sideration," said Mr. Delano, "not so 
much because the railroads are asking 
for it. but because past hostility is re- 
acting upon the public in the shape oJ 
inferior service and diminished ability 
to meet public demands. 


"The difficulty is largely inherent in 


a general misapprehension to some 
fundamental propositions which h.wo 
been generally spoken from the "ros- 
trum, Quoted in reports and newspapers, 
and accepted ns the starting point of 
regulation. 
An increasing number of 


people now see that just as misman- 
agement hurts the oomtntinitles as \vfll 
as employes, stockholders and crpfli- 


lie. But this is only a beginning. Con- 
sider some of the more obvious mis- 
apprehensions. 


"I am not here to condone wrong- 


doing. All I say is that the past is be- 
hind us and that we are concerned with 
the future. There must be publicity of 
finance and expenditure. We must not 
permit issuance of interestbearing cap- 
ital against perishable property with- 
out some scheme for gradual amortiza- 
tion. We must avoid useless duplica- 
tion of railways or iil-advised railway 
schemes. 
The railways as a whol* 


must be self-sustaining—must return 
a sufficient revenue to attract the re- 
quisite new capital to meet, year by 
year, the public requirements for ad- 
ditions and betterments. We shall get 
.a long way toward a solution by keep- 
ing an open mind and by stating clearly 
the principles involved."

'Washington, I>. C-, Jan. 17.—The 


following suggestions to housewives 
by home economic specialists of tho 
United States department of agricul- 
ture are made in regard to the selec- 
tion of potatoes ror table use: 
In purchasing potatoes for table 


purposes the following points should 
be kept in mind: First, that smooth 
potatoes are more desirable than 
rough ones, because they are more 
easily prepared, and less loss is in- 
volved in the paring;. 
Second, that 
tubers which have been exposed to 
the light for any considerable period 
soon acquire a more or less acrid taste; 
for this reason, newly harvested pota- 
toes, if mature, are preferable for the 
winter's supply to those which have 
been kept for any considerable period 
under unsuitable conditions. 
Third, 


that very large potatoes are* not espe- 
cially desirable, partly on account of 
the greater length of time required 
to cook them uniformly, and partly b«- 
cause they are often very variable In ! 
texture. Fourth, a good potato should 
be "firm and crisp when cut, and a 
thin cross section when held between 
the eye and the light should show a 
a relatively uniform distribution of 
starch throughout its whole area, as 
opposed to a large, translucent, watery, 
central area which denotes a lack of 
starch" in this portion of the tuber. 
The even distribution of starch insures 
greater uniformity in cooking and In 
texture of the flesh when cooked. 


If a lot is not uniform, it is often 


worth while to sort them and use the 
large ones with roast meats, or at other 
times when the oven need not be espe- 
cially heated, and save the small ones 
for occasions when quick cooking is 
more convenient. When the potatoes 
are very large, or time is pressing, it 
is often desirable to increase the sur- 
face exposed, to the heat by cutting 
them in pieces before cooking. In splto 
of the fact that this slightly Increases 
the amount of nutrients lost. If they 
are pared and cut Jnto small cubes or 
thin slices, they will cook very quick- 
ly and may then be creamed, mashed, 
or served in other ways.

UNITED ON PROBLEM 


Seek Scheme to Reinstate 


Workmen in Civil Em- 
ployment After War. 


London, Jan. 18.—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press)—Labor and 
capital havo joined hands to work out 
a scheme for reinstating in civil em- 
ployment after tho war the men now 
employed In the field or In munitions 
factories. Th« number of persons now 
on government payrolls who will be 
discharged after peace' la declared Is 
from 6,000,000 to 8,000,000, seven- 
eighths of whom are men. This rep- 
resents nearly half the wage-earning; 
population of the United Kingdom. 


Demobilization may, extend over sev- 
eral years. The process .will probably 
begin with the munition workers. 
many of whom (ire liiM» •- •"—v~ 
at short notice. Army disbandme'nt 
must proceed Hlowty, -...i. .......— .... 
inal conditions are speeded up, will 
be very gradual. 


The employers decided to combine 


with labor in working out this Indus- 
trial reform scheme after the labor 
men through the Joint labor commit- 
tee on labor problems after the war 
had formulated a list of concessions, 
for the men. This committee is rep- 
resentative of all the big labor organ- 
izations in the country. 


The committee urged that the gov- 


ernment should make workers in mu- 
nitions and other war trades the same 
kind of provision as has been already 
promised for the discharged soldier. 
Including: A month's leara on full 
pay, free railway ticket to »ny place 
in the United Kingdom, unemploy- 
ment benefit available for a year, and 
organized facilities for obtaining fresh 
employment. 


This action led to the meeting of 


leading employers and heads of the 
big trade unions. It was realized that 
if the huge task of getting men back 
to their old places after the war was 
left to the labor exchanges a collapse 
was threatened and trouble sure to 
follow. 
The meeting, therefore, re- 


solved that it was necessary to create 
a 
special 
organization 
consisting 


mainly of representatives of employ- 
ers and trade unions. Its action is 
taken seriously not only because the 
meeting was presided over by Fred- 
erick Huth i Jackson, one of the gov- 
ernors of the Bank of England, but 
because of the representative charac- 
ter of both employer and employed. 


The flrst requisite laid down in the

Life Rank as "the Admiral of the Navy."

By the death ot Admiral George 


Dewey, the nation loses ita greatest 
•war hero since 1SG5 and the man who 
held the highest rank in Uncle Sam's 
navy! 


Dewey held the special title of "The 


Admiral of the Navy." which placed 
him above other admirals in the ser- 
vice. 
Only two other admirals ever 


^leld th<? same title—Porter and -Far- 
ragut. 


The special title made the "Hero of 


Manila Bay" second only, to the secre- 
tary of the navy. 
He could not be 


called from the rank, neither could 
he resign. He was appointed for Ufa. 
The salary for the rank is $13,000, 
".xed by special provision by 'congress. 


When Dewey began his attack on 


Uanila. May 1. 1898. he was commo- 
dore of the Asiatic fleet, stationed at 
Hongkong. Immediately upon his vic- 
tory, he became rear admiral, and on 
March 2. 1899. was made admiral by 
ipeclal act of congress. 


The success of Admiral Dcwey was 


lue to the thorough schooling and dis- 
cipline by which his parents reared 
him. He was born In Montpelier, Vt.. 
December 26, 1837. the 
son of Dr. 


iTuliUS O. Dcwey, a. sturdy American 
physician. 


George was independent and a Icad- 


tr among hUt friends. 
Once he led a 


ynutlny in school, and when he refused 
lo explain his conduct, took a sevens 
Uahlng from the teacher, then his 
Tather, with courage. 


At IB, Dewey entered Norwich ( Vt.) 


Military academy and two years later 
tvent to Annapolis, graduating; I" 1858. 
Ho became lieutenant \prll, IStil. uud 
was assigned to the steam sloup Missis- 
llppl under Admiral I-'arraKut. 


Admiral Farracut was making his 


way down the Mississippi on his fa- 
mous 
drive 
to New Orleans, when 


Commander Smith of the Mississippi 
called upon Dcwey for help. 


"Do you know the channel, Dcwey?" 


IIB asked. Dewcy did not know the 


channel as -well as Smith, but he re- 
plied "fee." 


Under fire of forts on each side, the 


young lieutenant got the ship through 
the channel safely. 


Dewey took part 
in other naval 


events of the civil war, and when It 
was over became instructor at the 
naval academy. 


In 18S2, Dewey 
commanded 
the 


Juanita In tho Asiatic squadron. He 
was promoted to captain in 1884 and 
put In command of the Dolphin. 


Dewey was in command of the Kear- 


sarge in 1886. when his men mutinied. 


Arming himself with twelve revolv- 


ers he ordered 
the ship's writer in 


front of him and entered the hatch 


where the crew was assembled. 


"Call the roll!" Dewey ordered the 


writer, a pistol in each hand and the 
rest in the breast of his coat. The 
writer called. "John Jones." 


"Here." was the mechanical reply. 


Dewey picked out Jones and said: 


"John Jones. I see you. I am going 


to have your name called once more, 
and if you do not answer and Immedi- 
ately go up on deck, you are a dead 
man. Call the roll!" 


"John Jones," called the writer. 
No answer. 
Dewey 
fired 
and 
John 
Jones 
dropped. 


"Now 
men." continued Dewey, cock- 


Ing his pistols, "the roll Will be con- 
tinued. As each man's name is called 
he will answer acd go up on deck. 
Call the roll!" 


That ended the mutiny. 
That was the kind of man who later 


commanded the Asiatic Beet, shut up 
the Spanish squadron in Manila Bay 
and took the city. He had been com- 
modore two years, when he became 
the hero of Manila Bay.

GERMAN ATTACKS REPULSED. 


Paris. Jan. 17.—After a bombard- 


ment last evening, German troops at- 
tacked the, French lines east of Clery 
and south of Biachca In the Somme re- 
gion. They wore repulsed, the war of- 
Ileo announced today. A minor attack 
by the Germans at Lou Spares, south- 
east of Verdun, also was repulsed after 
hand to hand fighting. French patrols 
penetrated the German lines at several 
points on the heights of the Mouse In 
the Verdun region, and In Aprernont 
forest. 


AUSTttlAN SHIP SUNK. 


Rome. .Tnn. 17.—An Austrian ship 


was torpedoed on Jan. 14, near tho 
Dalmatian archipelago by a French 
submarine, according to an

communication Issued by the admiralty 
today.

the last sixteen years the Norwegian 
capital has becn'gbverncd by the con- 
r.iM'vativc party, but at the elections 
just concluded the socialists won 12 
out of the 8'1 seats on the aldermanic 
hoard, leaving the conservatives 37 
nnd the radicals 5. The radical mem- 
l"sra arc "known to 'be irreconcilable 
! i casting their votes for a c.onserva- 
; VC mayor and it is therefore pre- 
iir>!ormined that the socialists 
will 


forthwith fleet one of their representa- 
tives for mayor. 


The growth of the socialist vote all 


over Norway lias been marked in re- 
cent years since -suffrage was extend- 
ed to every man and woman ov.'r 
twerity-flvo years of age. In the last 
state election, a year ago, the socialists 
mustered 40 per cent of the voters. 


One of the reasons for the recent gains 
has been the high cost of living, and 
many of the middle class people whose 
wages have not increased proportion- 
ately have gone over to the socialist 
platform, which would have the'gov- 
ernment take charge of trado in tho 
most necessary articles, such as food 
and fuel by means of municipal stores 
where nverything would be sold at 
cost. 
Something has already been 


done along these lines, in the matter 
of imports of flour and sugar and the 
sa.le of fuel, potatoes, milk and fish; 
but the socialists' scheme would carry 
the government help much further, 
even to building dwellings for tho 
poor and middle class workers, who 
arc suffering for want of houses, or 
from the exorbitant rent now charged 
for even the poorest kind of rooms.

part of the former German markets, 
especially in North and South Ameri- 
ca and in east Asia, has passed into 
other hands, out of which such lost 
markets will not be Immediately re- 
covered. 


The political and economic policy 


of Holland after war will be directed 
towards the maintenance of a position 
of independence, he declared, for "If 
the present groups of powers come 
into permanent opposition, then a state 
of complete independence will be the 
sole guarantee for the inviolate main- 
tenance of Dutch sovereignty in Eu- 
rope and In Holland's colonies. 
The 


interests of the state in Europe might 
perhaps point to a closer association 
with the central powers, but the inter- 
ests of our colonial possessions in 
Asia, with their fifty million inhabi- 
tants, point positively in another direc- 
tion. It is therefore undoubtedly best 
for Holland to remain herself, and 
look neither to the right hand nor to 
the left. 
Whether, a logical pursuit 


of this policy will ahvays be possible 
is another auestion." 


Incidentally Mr. Colyn expressed the 


view that Japan will profit most from 
tho war; she will not now be ousted 
from the markets in the far east that 
have been captured by her. Of the 
European powers, Russia will probably 
make the most rapid recovery, so the 
ox-war minister thinks.

A peculiar phase of the present situa- 


tion is presented by the fact that War- 
den Minto was appointed with the un- 
derstanding that he was a believer in 
advanced methods of prison discipline. 


Charles Murphy, a man without prison 


experience, succeeds Sir. Minto as war- 
den of tlie Oregon state penitentiary. 
Warden Murphy is reticent as far as the 
press is concerned. 
He is keeping his 


policy to himself, saying nothing beyond 
the statement that the prison will bo 
conducted on a "square deal" basis. 


Prison reform is very close to the 


hearts of the majority of Oregon peo- 
ple. Under the administration of Oswald 
West, when prisoners under heavy sen- 
tence were sent out from tho prison 
without guard, in some instances being 
permitted to go from Salem to Portland, 
public sentiment %as outspoken in favor 
of the reform. And it must be admit- 
ted that the system seined to be success- 
•ful. 


During the past two years, however; 


the prison has been a hotbed of unrest, 
even though "humane" methods have 
been in vogue there. 
"Trusties" with 


bat a fe'w weeks to serve have ran away. 


Sensational "breaks" have been made 


by gangs working in the flax fields. Tho 
prisoners have demanded, and have been 
given, a hearing by the state board of 
control. This meeting was held in the ' 
prison chapel, and is described as having 
~been almost terrifying in its nature. The 
prison guards have been doubled.

than among tne French or Germans, | 
\vhile in the Balkan and Turkish arm- 
ies it is comparatively rare. 
This 


is probably due the fact that the Brit- 
ish armies c&ntaln a larger proportion 
of men whose manner of living or 
whose occupations have made large 
inroads on their store of nervous en- 
ergy. 
Soldiers from city or factory 


districts, for example, arc far more 
likely to become victims of Vihell- 
shock than men from the farms or the 
country. 


Hen suffering from shell-shock are 


always unwounded. "l"so case of, shell- 
shock is ever found to occur in a sol- 
dier who has a wound, no matter 
how trivial," says a British medical 
report. 
"It appears that the rend- 


ing of the flesh by a bullet or frag- 
ment of shrapnel acts as a sort of 
safety valve against shell-shock, local- 
izinpr in the injury the destructive 
force that otherwise Is spent on the 
nervous s^tem.

their hearts are simple. There are 3.7 
of them in our report o lithe annual 
contribution of prizes lor individual 
virtue."

tioning particularly Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Tuck for various benefactions, 
including a hospital at Reuil and do- 
nations to other hospitals and differ- 
ent relief funds.

curves, with a. partner's strong hand to 
guide you. that Is skating at Its best. 


If you can do the edges backward and 


forward and tho "threes," there are all 
sorts of lovely dances you can do with a 
partner. 


First, skate forward, one behind. the 


other, right and left hands touching and 
letting the skater behind swing across 
the skater In front. Tho skater In front 
swings his arms behind and from sine 
to side as the partner crosses. Keep your 
balance perfectly 
independent of your 


partner.

Second, stand side by side, the forward 


skater's left hand in the partner's right. 
Strike out boldly on the right outside 
edge as If to make a big circle. 


Skate about one-quarter of the circle

The national games are planned as a. further 


encouragement to the municipal games. 
The 


idea back of municipal recreation Is the very 
simple one that a city is ns healthy ns the In- 
dividuals that, make up that city. And citizens 
of a municipality are ns healthy as the partici- 
pation in athletics makes them. Thoro follows 
BO clearly the. conclusion that the nation will be 
healthier as the cities' participation in ath- 
,etics grows. 


The first step, of course, is the encouragement 


of participation in the contests conducted by 
Ihe various cities.

> N spite of the fact that man Is not an in-

Ftltictive swimmer, as are most of tho lower 


animals, he excels all of the latter that are not 
aquatic in endurance in the water. It Is re- 
ported that in attempting to swim across th« 
English Channel recently, a man covered thirty 
miles before he succumbed to exhaustion. The 
only land animals that are known to be able to 
approximate such a feat are bears, which are 
probably the strongest swimmers amono ani- 
mals not specially adapted by nature for th« 
water. 


r>eer and horses ranh next to bears in swim- 


ming powers. 
Deer swim rapidly and grace- 


fully, and it Is not uncommon for them to cover 
a distance of ten or fifteen miles in the water. 
Horses are powerful swimmers and have nono 
of the aversion toward 
entering the water 


which Is often shown even by animals which- 
can s-.vim well when forced to. 


Cats Drown Beadily. 


Tho elephant is a good swimmer, and the wild 


animals of tho cat family, the tiger, the pan- 
ther, the Jaguar and others do not hesitate to 
cross lakes and rivers. On the other hand, the 
domestic cat shrinks 
from 
Immersion, and 


drowns quickly. The nostrils of some small 
animals are so placed as to render breathing 
very difficult when they arc in the water. 
Among these are mice and rabbits, which will 
drown without sinking beneath the surface. 
Hats are excellent swimmers. 


Almost all birds except these -which are dis- 


tinctly natatorial -ire nearly helpless In water. 
Small birds, In particular, have no power of pro- 
pulsion, and though they do not. sink, they 
drown quickly. Even many species of water 
fowl rise from tho water with difficulty or not 
at all when their wings are wet. 
After a se« 


gull plunges and returns to tho 
surface 
It 


•stretcher its wings so Ihat they may b« dried 
•by the wind and sun before It attempts to fly.

Snakes Dangerous When Afloat. 


All reptiles swim. 
Almost all snakes rnovs 


through the water with as much ease and ra- 
pidity as on land. 
Rattlesnakes, for example, 


are much given to swimming In placid water If 
It Is not too cold. 
In the everglade lakes of 


Florida they are often seen. It Is well known 
that to attack .from a boat a poisonous snake in 
the water Is a much more dangerous proceeding 
than to attack the snake on land. 


The reason Is that the reptile will Immediate, 


ly make for the boat, since It must have a 
solid base from which to strike. It half leaps 
and half climbs Into the craft, and there is • 
fight at uncomfortably close quarter*. 
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F all the precarious occupations in the world, 


the fisherman's life is the most uncertain. 


He has fo be a. sailor, to begin with, and before 
he finishes the voyage he may have to be cook, 
carpenter, sailmaker and to wind up a ship- 
wrecked mariner. 


To be a flesherman, a man must be possessed 


of an Iron constitution, be perfectly fearless, 
and at the same time able to live on a pittance. 


It Is a shameful fact that the hardy fisher- 


Ls 
Hf 


men of the New England coast risk their lives 
for wages that the day laborer of ';he city would 
despise. 


This is partly due to necessity and partly to 


choice. "Uke father, like son," is a proverb 
e.-.peclally applicable to the New England Coast. 


There are families in Rhode Maiid, Maine and 


Connecticut where all the male members for 
three generations have gained their living from 
the sea. 


It. is a precarious life, where a "good catch" 


means a full larder and a, "poor haul" hardship 
and privation. 


In the days gone by, the New England sailors 


were nearly all whalers, and many a family has 
been enriched by two or three lucky voyages. 


• Cod, halibut and mackerel are now the chief 
reliance of the fishermen, and although much of 
the danger of whale flahing has been eliminated, 
the danger from the elements Is equally ns 
great, and perhaps greater. 


The mackerel fishery Is very .important, and 


the fishing 13 generally carried on In the spring 
and summer, when the fish come to the shallow 
waters of the coast to spawn, returning to the 
deep water at the beginning of winter. They 
swim in shoals or schools, and are caught with 
hook and line or with nets or seines. 
Thesa 


nets are drawn up alongside tho boats, and tho 
seines are then scooped out with a dip net. 


The halibut now forms ft considerable part of 


the world's fish supply, although the flesh Is not 
to be compared in quality to the turbot. It is 


of grso-t value to tho Greenlanders, who cut it 
Into long strips and dry it in the air, about the 
same na our Western hunters used to "jerk" 
buffalo meat. Sometimes they salt and dry these 
strips. 


They spear the fish from boats with a har- 


poon; but our fishermen use a hook and line. 
It Is something of a trick to land a halibut, as 
they rarely weigh loss than GO pounds, and 
sometimes attain the length of 6 feet and th» 
weight of 600 pounds.

Local Prices Follow Lead of 
Larger Markets and Make

Following the pace led by markets in 


larger cities local wheat prices took on 
5 "cents Wednesday morning and now 
stand at $1.83 and $1.85. The larger trad- 
ing centers have been threatening an ad- 
vance for some time, but the lead had 
not been strong cnouch to follow until 
Wednesday. The buying of large amounts 
of the grain by foreign powers is the 
reason given for the advance. One local 
miller added 20 cents to his flour simul- 
taneously with his advance In wheat. 


Many other market prices showed indi- 


cations of further advance, but none had 
a tendency to d,rop. Rye and potatoes 
are among the next In line for substan- 
tial rises showing Indications Wednesday.

and Manage to Save Some Money, Too 


Western .Wife Tells Senti- 


nel Readers How She and 
Her Husband Have Beat- 
en the High Cost of Liv- 
ing.

Los Anselee, Cal.. Jan. 17.—A fam- 


ily of two can live on eight dollars a 
week. 


This fact has been demonstrated 


here by Rsv. and Mrs. Paul J. Good- 
win, newlyweds, happy in their cosy 
parsonage In spite of scarcity of cash. 


The young: divine and his wife have 


been married two months. When they 
first launched forth on the sea of 
matrimony, the preacher's salary was 
eight dollars a week. 
The stipend 


was recently Increased to nine! 


They found, however, that it is pos- 


sible for a couple to live on eight dol- 
lars a week and not want for any of 
the necessities of life. They even had 
a. balance of 90 cents a week. 


"But I would not advise a youne 


couple to rush into matrimony on so 
small an income as this." said the 
minister's b-ide. "They could live on 
It all risrht. providing they did not 
pay mure than twelve dollars a month 
rent, but t.li-y <:oulil not supply any 
of the IttU- i-omforts that make life 
•worth while." 


Mrs. GooUvrln's husband is the pas- 


tor of Hit- Klysinn Heights Xazarene 
church of Uils city. 
He is 20 years 


old. and liis; bride is 19. 


"The s-?p;-ct of living on an $S-a- 


•week income." s£.id Mrs. Goodwin; "is 
eternal vigilance. 
Every penny must 


count. We keep an accurate statement 
of our expenditures and are systematic 
In our buying. Of course. It is pos- 
sible that others would not care to 
live as economically as we do, but we 
have all we want or need." 


The Goodwins care little for meat 


and' seldom eat it. which is no small 
factor in holding down expenses. They 
haven't eaten an esg since the price 
began to soar. As for staple articles, 
they buy them in a lump weekly, 
taking advantage whenever possible 
of the "leaders" put forth by various 
stores. A "leader" is a specially re- 
duced article, offered as a particular 
attraction by business houses. 


There is no laundry bill in the Good- 


win household, excepting a minor one 
for collars. The husband cheats the 
laundry out of this money by doing 
the washing himself. The little wife 
does the ironing, with a $3.50 electric 
iron which she bought as a special for 
J2.7B, Including a 75-ccnt grocery or- 
der. 


"We pay no rent." Mrs. Goodwin 


•aid. "having the use of the par- 
•onatte free. 
But in the place of 
not there Is my husband's insurance 
In * religious organization to be kept 
Up, as well as medical treatment due 
to an appendicitis operation which my 
husband underwent a short time ago. 


We have found that one dollar a 


week will pay our fuel. gas. water and 
light bill*. 
We allow J.1.BO a wcok 


for groceries, Kn,i get along very well. 
In4v£<l. 
In other words, we eat for 


10 cents a day. 


"Our breakfast costs us 15 cents. 


W« do not eat eggs, nor drink coffee. 
We buy cereal at nine cents a package. 
Which lasts a week. Thus you see the 
cost of our breakfast food Is but one 
and a half cents per day for the two

of us. We allow 10 cents for luncheon.

"Kor clothing and incidentals wo 


expend 75 cents a week; for carfare

"We believe in giving a tithe of a 


tenth of one's income to the church, 
and therefore set aside SO cents a week 
for that purpose. Thus, counting the 
money wo spend for medicine and In- 
surance, our total expense is brought 
up to $7.10 a week. 
This leaves BO 


cents extra which we plan in an emer- 
gency fund to bo laid .-iway against 
sickness and unforeseen circumstances 
which may arise. 


"The task of setting along on so 


little Is no easy one. It means extreme 
frucality and a constant counting of 
the pennies which is tiresome and at 


times seems mercenary. 


"It is important that one should buy 


for cash at cash stores. You are pay- 
ing the grocer's Interest any time you 
trade with a house which does busi- 
ness on the credit plan. 


"It IB better for one to live eco- 


nomically than extravagantly. 
The 


good, plain, wholesome food that you 
buy is much more digestible, and con- 
sequently the frugal liver Is the more 
healthy. 
' 


"I have read that the United States 


government feeds each of ita soldiers 
for 27 cents a day, and that the Ameri- 
can relief commission is feeding the 
European war victims for two and a 
half cents a day. Is this not sufficient 
condemnation of the manner in which 
we live? It Is also an argument for 
socialism. The United States authori- 
ties could feed all the people at a 
great saving. Poverty could be elim- 
inated by the government feeding the 
very poor."
